John D. Keith Played Important 
Part In Formulating Policy And 
Financial Security Of Hospital 


Every account of the thirty-year 
history of the Annie M W li ner hos­ 
pital must record a rd credit the 
services of the late Jon:i D. Keith, 
as an incorporator, an officer and a 
director, as one of the principal f ac­ 
tors in the success of the institution. 
Mr. Keith was serving as presi­ 
dent at the time of his passing in 
1941. One of the original directors, 
he served the hospital for a time as 
secretary and also several years as 
vice president. For many years he 
held the important post of chair­ 
man of the finance committee 
Sound Financial Policy 
His service a.s finance chairman 
was one of lasting importance 11 the 
hospital and the policies he estab­ 
lished in the management of the 
endowm ent funds still prevail in tile 
m anagem ent of the hospital 
His genius for organization came 
into play several years after 'he 
opening of the hospital when he 
placed the m anagement of the en­ 
dowment and trust funds of the hos­ 
pital in the capable hands of the 
! Gettysburg 
and 
First 
National 
! banks, Gettysburg, and the Littles- 
: town 
National 
bank, 
Littlestown, 
I under trust agreements. The hospital 


I had accumulated considerable in­ 


debtedness. His next step was to 
consolidate these debts, which were 
then placed equally with the three 
trustee banks, under a plan whereby 
the income from the endowment and 
trust funds would bt* applied to in­ 
terest charges and amortization of 
the loans. Thus, Mr. Keith removed 
from the hospital operation the bur­ 
den of absorbing carrying charges 
and the liquidation of the debts. Th 
a matter of ten or twelve years the 
hospital was freed of debt. 
Wide Hospital Knowledge 
Mr. Keith was well informed on 
the subject of hospital management. 
It was characteristic of him that he 
would 
acquire all the knowledge 
available about a subject in which 
he was so interested. He set the high 
concepts of 
the responsibility 
of 
trusteeship that prevails among the 
directors today. He established the 
basis for the cooperative relationship 
that exists between the directors and 
the medical staff and defined the 
fine line where the responsibility of 
the lay group ends and the profes­ 
sional group begins. 
Mr. Keith secured considerable of 
the trust and endowment funds of

"We are, and have been for some 
months, in the process of building 
strength which the President de­ 
scribed as ‘our paramount aim.’ Dur­ 
ing the last year our armed forces 
ha\e increased in strength somew hat 
more than 1.000,000. The joint chiefs 
of staff have recommended a total 
strength of 3.500,000 to meet the 
present emergency. It is anticipated 
that our armed forces will reach 
that level not later than June 30 of 
this year. 
"The scheme devised which we can 
support for 20 years, or a lifetime or 
so long as the threat of aggression 
remains to distress mankind, is the 
Department of Defense’s legislative 
proposal for Universal Military serv­ 
ice and training. 
“Reduced to its essentials, the plan 
offered would 
place 
upon every 
physically fit young man the obliga­ 
tion cf contributing to national se­ 
curity by beginning a period of mili­ 
tary 
service 
and 
training 
upon 
reaching 18 years of age. Upon com­ 
pletion of his active service, each 
young man would serve with some 
civilian component, either the Na­ 
tional Guard or Reserves. The feed­ 
ing of trained men into the Na­ 
tional Guard and Reserves would 
vitalize these civilian components 
and transform them into actual in­ 
stead of paper strength. 
( ommon Defense Demanded 
"However, our present plans for 
stopping communism without blood­ 
shed if possible nnd without ruining 
our economy calls for a further ef­ 
fort in collective security. It calls 
for, first, our joining a group of 12 
nations in the Canada-North Atlan- 
tic-Fiiropp^n area to combine our 
efforts In forming a common de­ 
fense against aggression. An attack 
on any one of them is considered as 
an attack on all. 
"This will prevent Russia or her 
satellites from conquering one free 
country at a time. Also by combining 
the strengths of the^e small nations 
the balance of power Is such that 
our common enemy can be con­ 
tained; and secondly, by sending 
more arms, material and ground 
forces to Europe. As General Eisen­ 
hower aptly phrased it: we want to 
erect a wall of security for the free 
world behind which free institutions 
can live * 
“The object of all our military 
preparedness is, of course, to pre­ 
serve the peace—to prevent a third 
World War. In this modern world it 
is axiomatic that the only wars you 
win are those you prevent.

Tube ( are For Safety 
Experienced tire men find it noth­ 
ing short of criminal the way so 
many synthetic inner tubes are 
mounted without consideration for 
the simple procedure that is so es­ 
sential to freedom from sudden flat 
tires. After all, this is more than a 
matter of tire mileage. First over­ 
sight is failure to protect the tubes 
with a solution of vegetable oil soap 
and water. The rim side of the tube 
should be painted with this slippery 
solution: also the inside surface of 
the tread beads of the tire itself. 
This lubricating should be done up 
to 2 to 3 inches from the bead toe. 
Care .should be taken not to allow 
the solution to run into the crown 
on the tire 
Next error lies in failure to re- 
inflate the synthetic tube. After be­ 
ing inserted in the shoe, and after 
the valve is carefully pulled through 
the rim in order to set the base firm­ 
ly on the inner surface of the rim, 
the tube should be inflated enough 
to seat the tire beads against the 
flanges of the rim. Then the tube 
should be completely deflated, and 
reinflated to the desired running 
pressure. This simple trick prevents 
the tube from being over-stretched 
at some one point 
Brakes Haven’t A ( hance 
Not many motorists realize it but 
often erratic braking is the result 
of misbehavior of the front wheels 
If the wheels are in process of 
shimmying, even if the case is a 
mild one. the brakes will not oper­ 
ate smoothly because their shoes are 
disturbed There may also be uneven 
traction between the tires and the 
road surface because of the tire 
dancing and wiggle. All this affects 
braking. 
Just how much oil is needed to 
refill shock absorbers often depends 
on the prefix letter found on Hip 
numbering of the shock absorber's 
body. If there is no external pro­ 
vision for refilling, then the capacity 
la determined by measuring the col­ 
lapsed length of the unit. I am 
speaking now of the direct acting 
type of shock absorber. If it is the 
eye type, the collapsed length is 
. found by measuring the distance 
from the center line of the upper eye 
to the center line of the lower eye. 
For bayonet type absorbers the col­ 
lapsed length is found by measur­ 
ing from the base of the stem at its 
shoulder to the base of tile other 
stem at the shoulder.

For Future Reference 
Next to not making any engine 
tests ut all one of the worse things 
in the way of service is to make a 
test carelessly. We see this oc­ 
casionally in the m atter of check­ 
ing compression. Since a drop in 
compression could be due either to 
worn rings or poor seating valves, 
the trick is to squirt some oil into 
each cylinder and then recheck its 
compression The oil will seal up the 
rings temporarily. However, if the 
oil is slopped over the valves it will 
also seal where such change is not 
desired, and the test becomes mean­ 
ingless 
Keep These In Mind 
liow speed bucking of tile engine, 
accompanied by incessant stalling, 
may bt* due to gums and muck in 
the idle ports of the carburetor A 
good cleaning with a suitable solvent 
will cure this. 
If the brakes apply themse lves be­ 
earn* of expansion of the fluid and 
failure of the pressure to be re­ 
lieved by opening of the com­ 
pensating port in the master cylin­ 
der, try removing the filler cap of 
the fluid reservoir and poking a wire 
into the port.
